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Governor Brown, in declining 
the avpovlication of former Bank 
Cashier Olin Pharr for executive 
clemency, said in part: 

“The applicant in this case has 
served a less time thav that 
which the law fixes as the mini- 
mum upon which a parole can 
be granted. <A full pardon to 
him now, therefore, would pos- 
sihly set the seal of the state 
upon a2 temptation working 
wreck to fortanes, reputations 
and bhappiness. It might do 
worse: Tt miaht be construed 
as indicating that the executive 
power ts setting itself in oppo- 
sition to and. in fact, overrul- 
ina. the courts: in other words, 
making itself practically the 
court of last resort. We should 
pot even admit this though}. 
Gur organic law irrevocably 
commands the contrary. Respect 
for the law and the consequent 
determination to uvhold and obey 
it. is inculcated by the certainty 
of its enforcement, and even 
MERCY MUST BE SO DISCERN- 
INGIW EXTENDED AS TO SUG- 
GEST THE CONSTANT PRES- 
ENCE oF JUSTICE. THIS . 
SHOULD BE OUR UNCHANG- 
ING PRACTICE.” 
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Governor Brown yesterday refused to 
pardon or commute the sentence of 
Olin Pharr. former cashier of the Citli- 
zens’ bank, of McRee, who is serving 
a four vears’ sentence for the embez- 
ziement of more than $15,000, although 
such clemency had been recommended 
by the prison commission. 

Coming, as it does, close upon the 
hecls of his decision refusing to inter- 
fere with the sentence of the court in 
the case of William H. Mitchell, of 
Thomasville. and having some points 
of similarity to it, his action in the 
Pharr case is of more than ordinary 
interest. and will attract widespread 
attention. 

Although Pharr’s crime was entirely 
different and he had served a portion 
of his sentence, some fifteen months. 
it was similar at least in the fact that 
strong influences were brought to bear 
to secure executive clemency, and many 
of the governor’s warm friends ear- 
nestly besought him to pardon Pharr. 

The pardon of Alexander, of Augusta, 
who was convicted of embezzling more 
than $100,000, granted by former Gov- 
ernor Smith after Alexander had 
gerved less than “half of his sentence, 
was strongly urged as a precedent for 
similar action in the Pharr case.

vision of a small man in a dark suit 
and peaked cap, shading his eyes with 
his hands, as if straining to see the 
welcomed civiligation after yearg in 
icy exile. It was Dr. Cook, the ex- 
plorer, whose name is on every tongue. 
He was chatting with tbe esptain on 
thre bridge, now smiling, now waving 
his hand. I was allowed to board thé 
Hans Egede. 

Tears Over Flowers. 

“Somebody gave Dr. Cook a bouquet. 
Tears dimmed his eyes as he buried his 
face in their fragrance. ‘It’s years 
since I have seen flowers,’ said the ex- 
plorer, with a quiver'of emotion in his 
voice. 

“Il followed him to his eabin. His 
face was tanned from exposure. He 
looked the picture of splendid health. 
Only, when he smiled, one noticed the 
loss of two teeth. ‘A fight with a polar 
bear did that,’ he safd. ‘You can tell 
the world,’ the explorer continued, 
‘that I am in better condition than at 
any time, and look forward with an ap- 
petite to the festivities that are prom- 
ised me. My dinner has been poor 
these last few years, and I shall have 
to make up for it.’ 

“Dr. Cook then briefly described his 
journey. Regarding his discovery, he 
said: 

“"Then came April] 2!. That was the 
ereat day. We looked for the sun. As 
soon as we got it, I made several] ob- 
servations. Great joy came over us. 
We were only 16 miles from the desired 
spot. I said to myself, “Bully for 
Frederi¢ck.” Then we went on. The 
last stretch was thre easiest I ever 
made in my life, although I had stil) 
to make two observations, and the ice 
was very broken here. But my spirits 
were high, and I shouted like a bov. 
The Eskimog looked at one another, 
surprised at my gaiety. They did not 
share it. 

Standing on the Pole. 
‘“*T felt that I ought to be there. I 


I caught through my glasses a 


miles per day until 


made my last observation and found 
that I was standing on the pole. 

“ "My feelings? Well, I was too tired 
really to feel any sensation. I planted 
the Stars and Stripes in the ice field 
and my heart grew warm when I saw 
it wave in the wind.’ 

‘“‘Hiow does the North Pole look?’ was 
asked. 

‘ ‘Well,’ said Dr. Cook, smiling, ‘it 
amounts to the size of a 25-cent piece. 
There is nothing to see but ice, ice, no 
water, only ice. There were more holes 
here than at the eigthty-seventh dae- 
grée, whith shows there is more move- 
ment and drift here; but this and other 
observations I made afterwards when 
I got more settled. I stopped two days 


at the pole, and I assure you it wasn’t 


easy to say goodby to the spot. 

““‘As I was sitting at the pole, I 
touldn’t’ help smiling at the people, 
who, on my return, would call the 
whole expé@dition a humbug. I was 
sure the people would say that I had 
bought my two witnesses and that my 
note book with my daily observations 
had been manufactured on board this 
ship. 

Left Brass Tube at Pole. 

** *The only thing Ican put up against 
this is what the York Eskimos have 
told Knud Rasmussen. Let the skep- 
{fos who disbelieve my story go to the 
North Pole. There they will find a 
small brass tube which I buried under 
the flag. That tube contains a short 
statement about my trip. I could not 
leave my visiting card, because I did 
not have one with me. 

***Perhaps,’ the explorer added, dryly. 
‘I should have stayed there longer had 
it not begun to freeze us in our idle- 
ness. The Eskimos were uneasy, and 
the dogs howled fearfully. On April 
23, therefore, I again turned my nose 
southward, which was much easier, as 
you cannot turn your noseinany other 
direction while standing at the pole.’

kept us for three weeks. We got no 
further than the 84th degree. Then 
began a heavv walk towards Helberg’s 
Land, and another three weeks of fog. 
When that cleared I saw we had 
drifted southwest to Ringnes Land, 


eastward. 

“"‘We now began to suffer hunger. 
Our provisions were becoming exhaust- 
ed, and we were unable to find depots. 
°90 found the first animals on our re- 
turn—bear and seal. We shot a bear. 

“*and now our goal was the whalers 
We followed the 
south 80 miles a day, 


but was stopped by pack ice in Wel- 
lington channel, which was impassable 
either by boat or sledge. Here was 
lots of game, but we did not dare 
shoot it. We had only taken a hundred 
bullets to the pole, and now only fif- 
teen were left. We went into Jones 
Sound after walrus and bears and 
found open, calm water. We met polar 
wolves, with which some of our dogs 
made friends and ran away. 

Night and Day in Open Boat. 
“Now we spent day and night in an 
open boat 10 miles from shore. This 
lasted for two months, while storms 
often raged over our heads. At last we 
got ashore again, but we had no fuel, 
and were obliged to eat birds raw. One 
day we found fuel, and what a feast 
we had! But we suffered much hunger 
during this period. One night a bear 
came and stole our food. We had many 
fights with musk oxen, which attacked 
us. Our best weapon against them 
was the lasso.”

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TRAIN WRECKERS 
CAUSE 4 DEATHS 


Thirty - Five Passengers 
Badly Injured. 


Pittsburg, Pa., September 4.—Four 
persons were killed and thirty-five oth- 
ers injured, several perhaps fatally, at 
midnight last night, when train No. 5, 
westbound on the Baltimore and Ohto 
railroad, known as the Royal Blue, 
running between New York and Chi- 
cago, was wrecked near Chewton, Pa., 
48 miles from this city. The train ran 
into a broken rail, supposed to have 
been caused by train wreckers, and the 
engine, two Pullmans and two day 
coaches were thrown from the track. 
The cars immediately took fire. 

Relief trains were sent to the scene 
from this city and Newcastlé, Pa., and 
the dead and injured removed to & 
hospital at the latter place. The ene 
gineer and fireman of the train were 
instantly killed, two passengers dying 
on the way to the hospital.

Even though 
the dishonest official be imprisoned, 
the sufferings of his family are a trifle 
beside those of the multitudes in the 
families of the victimized depositors. 
In the case under review, the appel- 
lant, by his embezzlements, caused a 
loss of thousands of dollars to the 
stockholders of the bank, five of whom 
were old men- nfederate veterans. 

“The interests herein considered are 
so great as to demand extraordinary 
safeguards, since the 
or stay of enforcement of the laws 
regulating the handling of the funds 
in banks may amount almost to plac- 
ing a premium on crime. And, _ for 
general application, we may safely lay 
down the rule that, in the enforcement 
of just laws, is found a state's 
strength.

How Cook Heached Pele. 

Skagen, Denmark, September 2.—A 
newspaper correspondent who went on 
board the Hans Egede from the pilot 
Steamer off here was, able.to obtain 
a few words with Dr. Frederick <A: 
Cook. ‘The explorer ascribed his suc- 
cess tw the fact that he made use of 
the old methods, namely, Eskimos and 
dogs, and that he lived like an Eski- 
mo himself. 

The doctor then gave a hurried 
sketch of his expedition in which he 
sald: : 

“Going northward I struck first e 
westerly course from Greenland and 
then moved northward. - 

“I arrived: at the North Pole April 
21, 1908. as already announced, accom- 
panied by only two Eskimos. 

“We reached\the pole at 7 o'clock in 
the morning. ' 

“T took daily obServation for a whole 
fortnight before arriving at the pole. 

“Returning we were forced to take 
a more westerly route and the first 
ten days I took observations dally 
and recorded them. I was-unable to 
make sure the depth of the sea as I 
had not the necessary instruments. 

“The lowest temperature was 83 
degrees centigrade below zero, 

“IT have ample proof that I reached 
the North Pole in the observations f 
took, which afford a certain means of 
checking the truth of my statements. 

Opened Up Fresh Field. 

“Although I m proud of my achiev- 
ment in planting the American flag 
on the North Pole, I iook with much 
greater pride to the fact that I] trav- 
eled around more than 39,000 square 
miles of hitherto unknown ground, 
and opened up an entirely fresh field 
for exploration.

Philadelphia Skentieal. 

Philadelphia, September °.—That Dr.’ 
Cook’s discovery of the North Pole 
may be a mental illusion on the part 
of the explorer, suverinduced by tie 
monotony of a two years’ sojourn in 
the polar regions, was the belief ex- 
pressed today by Dr‘ Robert M. Keely, 
of this city. Dr. Keelv accompanied 
Peary on his North Greenland expedi- 
tion of 1891-92, and thus became inti- 
mately acquainted with Dr. Cook, who 
was a member of the party. He said: 

“From what I know of the Peary 
expedition and the conditions of the 
pole, I can only conclude that Dr. Cook 
is making a sincere statement, but 
the veracity of it is a question of men- 
tal illusion. 

“I do believe that it is possible to 
reach the vole, but it seems improbable 
that one man can accomplish the feat. 
As for the Eskimos, their testimony 
ie valuelees. They do not even know 
what thé North Pole means. Peary and 
Cook were within 200 miles of each 
other, and if, as reported, Dr. Cook 
made daily observations, a comrarison 
of the conditions of the ice or weather 
would mean a great deal. If Peary 
reports an unusual condition of the 
it will partlv confirm Dr. 
Cook's statement, for with nothing 
short of that could the pole have been 
reached. 

“The ice drift has never been north- 
ward, according to the reports of any 
of the explorers in any expedition. 
Traveling 100 miles in seven days, as 
Dr. Cock’s story would indicate, seems 
impossible. I confidently believe that 
Cook was affected by the strain of his 
journey, and has come to believe that 
he has really reached the pole.” 

Dr. Neely is a member of the Arctic 
Club of New York, and has written a 
book on the ~olar regtons. 

Cook is Defended. 

New Haven, Conn., September 3. 
The report that Chicago professors 
Gisbelieved that Dr, Frederick A. 


Cook discovered the North Pole calléa 
forth criticism by Djrector Chittenden, 
of the Sheffield Scientific School, 
whose guest Dr. Cook has often been, 
and by Professor Brewer; who accom- 
panied Dr. Cook on one of his Arctic 
trips. 

Professor Chittenden said: “I think 
the stand taken by these professors is 
manifestly unfair and is certainly un- 
called for. They come out with their 
denials and say he is falsifying before 
they’ have even heard his story. I 
think they should wait at :east until 
his return.” 

Professor Brewer said: 

“I shall believe Dr. Cook until it is 
proved that he did not reach the pole. 
He is an honest man and would not lie 
about the matter.” 

Ball Writes of Trip. 

Longon, September 3.—Sir Robert 
Bail, tormer astronomer of the Royal 
observatory, now professor of astron- 
omy at Cambridge untversity, and one 
of the ~ost distinguished British scien- 
tists,- has written the following state- 
ment on what ‘the discovery of the 
North Pole exactly means: 

“Two questions being asked all over 
the civilized world today are: First, 
‘Why does anyone want to go to the 
North Pole?” Second, ‘How does he 
know when he’s there?’ 

“To answer the second question 
first, the mariner who finds his lati- 
tude in the northern hemisphere to be 
90 degrees knows he can be -nowhere 
else than at the North Pole. The 
astronomer will tell you that, to anv- 
one standing at the North Pole, the sun 
rises and sets only once a year—six 
months daylight, six months night, 
mitigated only by a little twilight at 
the beginning and end of a period of 
awful gloom, broken by occasional] 
moonlight or aurora. 

Pole a Unique Spot. 

“The pole is truly a unique spot on 
the globe. Cook, standing there, faced 
duc south, whichever. way he, looked; 
he was inore than twenty miles nearer 
the center of the earth than {ff he 
Stood at the equator. His weight was 
Sreater than anywhere else On the sur- 
face of the globe. A plunib line in his 
hand pointed vertically upward to the 
pole of the heavens. around wihch all 
Stars revolve. Half Of the stars he 
could never see: the Other half never 
went below his horizon, and would 
have been visible throughout the six 
months of night. The famous constel- 
lation Orion ever circled around and 
around his horizon. The polar star 
Stood directly over his head. 

“The gain to knowledge from Dr 
Cook’s discovery is inestimable. There 
Is mach to learn of tides. currents and 
the ocean.” 

Believe He Reached Pole. 

Rome, September 3.—The 
whether Dr. Frederick A. Cook, the 
American explorer, did or did eat 
reach the North Pole brought out state- 
ments today from Italian scientists and 
Arctic explorers. including the Pied- 
montese guides who accompanied the 
duke of the Abruzzi on his polar expe- 
dition in 1900. These expressions are 
all to the effect that Dr. Cook could 
not possibly have been misled into be- 
HNeving he had reached the pole had he 
not actually done so. He must have 
carried instruments, it is argued, and 
made observations Which wil] demon- 
Strate srientifically -the correctness of 
his assertion.

Pittsburg, Pa., September 3.— Taking 
the initiative of Organized men 
throughout the country not connected 
With polar explorations, the Pittsburg 
Association of Credit Men has cabled 
to Dr. Frederick A. Cook the following 
message: “We are proud of you.

Berlin, September 3.—Dyr. Sieglin, 
professor of geography of Berlin uni- 
versity, said today that the character 
of Dr. Cook and his entire career led 
him to believe the American had 
reached the pole if he made the asser- 
tion. Dr. Sieglin knows Dr. Cook as 
an energetic, cool and daring explorer, 
who in the past has overcome every 
difficulty between himself and his 
claims. 

‘One must accept in principle the 
statement that Dr.. Cook has reached 
the pole,” the professor continued, “but 
there certainly is ground to doubt the 
correctness of some of the published 
details of his experiences. So ex- 
perienced an explorer as Dr. Cook 
would hardly choose the unfavorable 
months of March and April for his 
dash. 

“The geographical world is in an at- 
titude of some skepticism toward re- 
puted discoveries and we must await 
the arrival of Dr. Cook with his 
proofs. Dr. Cook seems to have been 
actuated by a high sporting spirit as 
well as a desire for scientific knowl- 
edge.”

UHLAN DEFEATS: 
HAMBURG BELLE; 


Champion Trotters of 
W orld Contest. 


As the Two Horses Have Each 
Won a Race, a Third Meeting 
Will Be Necessary to Decide 
the Victor---Result Proves a 
Surprise. 


Readville, Mass., September 3.—Over 
a track fully two seconds slower than 
when the great Lou Dillon startled 
the world with a mile in 2 minutes 
thereon, the trotting gelding Uhlan 
defeated Hamburg Belle in straight 
heats at the Readville track today, in 
the secong meeting of the pair to de- 
cide the trotting championship of the 
world. As Uhlan is a localiy owned 
and bred horse, the victory was de- 
cidedly popular, the crowd of 10,009 
cheering vociferously at the con- 
clusion of each of the heats and also 
when the victor returned to the wire 
for Driver Robert Proctor to weigh in. 

Loser Was the Favorite. 

Hamburg Belle was favorite before 
the start at odds of 5 to 3, because 
of her success last week in the initial 
meeting of the cracks at Cleveland, 


when she earned the world’s record of 
2:01 1-4 for trotters in a race, two | 
seconds better than the previous mark, 
which had stoog since the Cresceus- 
Abbott race, at Brighton Beach, in 
1903. 

In drawing for position today, Billy 
Andrews held to his usual run of good 
luck in securing the pole. 

On the second score, Walker sent 
them away to a fine start. Immediate- 
ly Andrews opened a gap of a length, 
maintaining this advantage clear to 
the three-quarter pole, when it was 
seen Proctor was driving for the first 
time in earnest, in attémpting to over- 
take Hamburg Belle. 

Rapidly Uhlan closed in on the mare, 
until at the head of the home stretch 
An- 
drews apparently had confidence in the 
finishing ability of Hamburg Belie, and 
never made a move until he saw Uh- 
lan had reached her neck. Then, 30 
yards from’ the wire, he tapped the 
trotting queen a couple of times, but 
failed to get a response, and Uhlan 
quickly went into the lead, winning 
easily by two lengths. 

Hamburg Belle in Lead. 

After a couple of warming-up scores 
for the second heat, the contestants 
turned for the word and got it the first 
time down. 

The pole, the backers and admirers 
of the Boston representative had con- 
cluded, was a big help, but just be- 
fore reaching the quarter pole An- 
drews surprised everyone by fairly 
jumping Hamburg Belle into the jead, 
so that it appeared from the grand- 
stand as if Uhlan had been stopped 
Stock still. It was a wonderful burst 
of speed, considering, too, that the 
quarter was reached in 31 seconds. 
From this point Uhlan was in about 
the same position back of the leader 
as the previous heat, and Proctor, too, 
made his drive in the lower turn at ex- 
actly the same place as before.

Sensational Developments 
in Murder Case. 


Man Accused of Complicity in 
Murder and Whose Body Was

Knoxville, Tenn., September 3.—That 
John H. Spencer, accused of complicity 
in the murder of A. J. Slagle. the 
lumberman, at Bridgeport, recently, 
did not commit suicide, but wag lynch- 
ed, is the theory advanced by an insur- 
ance company which holds a policy of 
$1,000 on his life.

Regulate Firearm Sale. 

Washington, September 95.—Cuba is 
becoming very strict about the impor- 
tation and sale of firearms and ammu- 
nition in that republic, according to a 
circular forwarded to the state depart- 
ment by F. M. Dearing, the American 
charge d'aftaires at Havana. Among 
other things, the circular provides that 
in addjtion to having a license for the 
sale of firearms and accessories, in or- 
der to import them one must procure 
authority from the secretary. Shot- 
guns used for hunting and the small 
22-caliber gallery rifles are excepted 
from this restriction. Firearms and 
ammunition mav only be imported 
through the ports of Havana, Matan- 
gas, Nuevitas, Trinidad and Santiago 
de Cuba. Monthiv reports must be 
made of the sale of arms and ammu- 
nition by the dealers.

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RUSSIA. WANTS 
PART OF BIG LOAN 


France Supporting 
Russia in Her 
Claim. 


Pekin, September 3.—Under instruc- 
tions from St. Petersburg, Mr. Koroto- 
vitz, the Russian minister to China, 
will tomorrow, for the second time, 
urge the foreign board to recognize 
Russia’s claim for representation in 
allotment of the loan of $30,000,0u0 for 
the construction of the Hankow-Sze- 
Chuen railroad. France is said to be 


supporting Russia in this course. St. 
Petersburg does not accept the Chi- 
nese contention that the loan. has been 
concluded. Because of the new situa- 
tion arising from Russia's proposed ac- 
tion, and the prospect that the loan 
will not at present be signed, the 
manager Of the French bank in Pekin 
will leave here tomorrow for Paris. 

The Russian claims will have the ef- 
feet, in principle, of opening competi- 
tion for the German share of the loan. 
as the Germans are the only partici- 
pants whose position is not protected 
by the existing convention. 

It is uhderstood that the Germans 
constitute the strongest obstacle to the 
Signing of a loan agreement hv China 
and the United States, an essential to 
American equality in participation, and 
the completion of such an agreement 
is the present bone of contention. 

The influence of Grand Councilor 
Chang-Chi-Tung with the German bank 
shows no sirens of abatement. and the 
British and French bankers declare it 
is impossible for them to alter the 
German attitude. 

It is believed that French interests 
are now seeking a degree of equality 
in Chinese financial affairs equal to 
that for which American interests are 
striving.

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“EQUALITY BEFORE THE LAW.” 

The bandage has again been tightened about the eyes of Georgia justice. 

To power and influence, political or otherwise, she is once more blind. 

Again has the governor of the state—twice within the week—given eévi- 
dence of a determination to yield to no pressure which would make a play- 
thing of duty in the administration of the law. 

The Mitchell case disposed of, Olin Pharr, one-time cashier of the Citi- 
zens’ Bank, of McRae, convicted of the embezzlement of $15,000, is in- 
formed that neither Jaw nor justice are satisfied by the service of some 
fifteen months of a four-year sentence imposed by the court, more in mercy 
than with a view to making it adequate to the crime. 

Governor Brown, in declining to pardon or commute the sentence in 
Pharr’s case, says, in effect, to bank cashiers, employees and other per- 
sons in positions of trust, that they cannot violate that trust, steal thousands 
of dollars and then hope, after brief confinement, to escape the punishment 
of the law through appeal to the pardoning power. 

And the governor is right; public sentiment will subscribe to and up- 
hold his views in this case as it did in that of Mitchell. 

We sympathize with the men who have been the victims of their own 
folly, as do all good citizens; we grieve still more for what their families 
must suffer. 

But there may as well be no law at all, 4f it is to yield its power to 
influence, position or wealth. 

The firm and courageous position taken by Governor Brown in these 
two cases means a new era in the administration of law in Georgia. 

‘‘Equality before the law’’ is no longer a high-sounding phrase; it has 
ceased to be simply the wall motto of the political campaigner. 

From all parts of the state, even from other states, have come commen- 
dations in the strongest terms of Governor Brown’s refusal to lay the pardon 
power at the feet of influence and position. 

It has given new encouragement to officers charged with the execu- 
tion of the laws and to the courts which must administer them and pass 
sentences which will meet the ends both of justice and mercy. 

It has brought an awakening such as Georgia needed, 

It has ~iven positive affirmation to a long-held theory that the law 
means what it says. 

It has revived realization of the fact that society cannot live and grow 
strong upon a rwe which makes a distinction between classes. 

Disregard of the law by public officials, failure to preserve equality in 
its administration, a letting down of the bars to political or other influ- 


which the American administration of goverment has suffered. 

It is time to turn the other way; to look toward the light. 

Once it is well understood that law is to be enforced, obedience to it, 
in greater degree at least, will come as surely as does the penalty for sin.

Are the police authorities in a city and a county the size of Atlanta and 
Fulton powerless in the face of the automobile speed mania which contin- 
uously endangers life and limb on the public thoroughfares of city and 
county? f 
Accidents are of almost daily occurrence. That they are not invariably 
accompanied by tragic and wholesale casualties is d.e only to the grace 
of chance. 

Open violation of speed regulations within the corporate and county 
limits is common. It does not mitigate the evil that the guilty parties should 
comprise a very small proportion of the owners and drivers of automobiles. 
They are sufficient in number to menace public safety. 

The evil, rather than declining, appears to be on the increase. 

Peachtree, from the heart of Atlanta to Buckhead, is the worst sufferer 
in this respect, for the reason that it is the most frequented town and coun- 
ty highway. But the same conditions exist proportionately upon many of 
the other streets and connecting roads radiating from Atlanta. 

The abuse would be sufficiently inexcusable,if it visited a penalty only

of the menece. Law-observing automobilists, drivers and passengers in ve- 
hicles, pedestrians and people alighting from street cars furnish the longest 
list of actual and potential victims of these accidents.

The act of the last 
Tennessee prohibiting wholesale 
well as retail sales of liquor in the 
state of Tennesse was upheld in all 
its provisions, except as regards sales 
for shipments outside the state, in an 
opinion handed down at noon today in 
chancery court by Chancellor T. M. Mc- 
Connell. This is the first decision 
reached by any court in Tennessee 4s 
to the constitutionality of the state- 
wide prohibition law, which became 
effective July 1. 
* The court holds that interstate 
commerce laws take precedence over 
state laws, in the matter of shipments 
of liquor outbide the state. 

This decision was in a test 
brought by J. W. Kelly & Co., dis- 
tillers and wholesale liquor dealers of 
. Chattanooga, who sought an injunction 
against the sheriff of the county and 
other officers from interference with 
sales and shipments of liquor in 
wholesale quantities. 

The injunction was denied 
phases, except as regards 
shipments.

Public opinion in England 
would receive a severe shock if a 
granddaughter of the king changed her 
faith in order to marry the occupant 
of a foreign throne. Moreover, Princess 
Alexandra eomes within the terms of 
the royal marriage act, and cannot 
marry without the king’s express con- 
sent and that of parliament. 

Great Outery About Conversion. 

in the case of the marriage of 
Princess Ena, of Battenberg. to the 
king of Snain, there wag a great out- 
cry about her conversion to the Roman 
Catholic faith. In this case,, however, 
Princess Ena, altheugh a nieee of the 
king, was in such a position that 
formal consent was not necessary.

‘fond, must also be reckoned with, and 


is quite on the cards that the most 
Europe may 
find a way out of the difficulty and 
manage matters so that the marriage 
may come off without any offense be- 
ing given to his own subjects. 

At any rate, Edward hag _ invited 
Manuel to come over and have a chat 
about it, and Manuel has accepted the 
invitation, and will be coming before 
many weeks—the exact date isn’t set 
yet. The young people will then see 
each other, and it is hoped that they 
may add personal inclination to the 
other. forces which are at work to 
unite them. 

it Is Significant. 

It is significant also that Manuel is 
bringing with him Senhor du Bocage, 
his minister for foreign affairs, and his 
prime minister, Senhor Wesceslau de 
Lima. Statesmen of this rank do not, 
as a rule, accompany thetr kings on 
visits that are merely private in char- 
acter. The social gossips in England 
are predicting that there will be some 
very serious conferences at Windsor 
castle about the proposed marriage. It 
may be stated that there are no ques- 
tions at issue between England and 
Portugal which would eall for. the 
presence in England of two such func- 


tionaries. 
It has been suggested that the Portu- 
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to adopt the view that the rgvaiteg os | 
of an alliance with the English royal 
family would outweigh any imagined 
disadvantage which might accompany 
the iptrodution of a Protestant queen 
to Portugal, and that the pope might 
be prevailed on in return perhaps for a 
modification of the English coronation 
oath and certain other concessions for 
which public opinion in England is 
ripe, to grant a dispensation allowing 
Manuel, who beafs the title of “The 
Most Faithful,” to marry a Protestant 
princess. If thie could be obtained, 
there is no doubt that the marriage 
would be popular enough in England, 
where the sad circumstances of the 
young king’s accession heave created a 
chivalrous regard for him. Much de- 
pends, of course, on the impression 
which he makes on the English public 
in November next. . 
Trifles Count. 

Another influence, a trifile, it is true, 
but trifles sometimes change the his- 
tory of natiens-—-has helped along the 
kindly plotting of the two roya] moth- 
ers. King E@ward has an almosst 
eccentric desire to do the same thing 
at the same time every year. Ever 
since he came to the throne he has 
entertained a European monarch at 
Windsor eastle every summer or au- 
tumn. This vear he intended to have 
the czar at Windsor, but at the last 
moment it was decided that the czar's 
safety could not be guaranteed, so he 
was only allowed to land from his 
yactit at Cowes for an hour or two, 
Edward has entertained nearlv every 
one else at Windsor, and he was in 
despair, when his daughter suggested 
that he should invite Manuel over. The 
king jumped at the chance of killing 
two birds with one stone and Manuel 
is coming. 

From a material, as well as a polit- 
ical point of view, the alliance would 
be an excellent one for Manuel. The 
Duke of Fife is a very rich man, and 
no doubt would make a generous pro- 
vision to enable his daughter to main- 
tain the ~osition she would be éalled 
to. Manuel is poor, and a few months 
ago he decided to forego/a part of the 
income from the state to which he is 
entitled until all the monev illegally 
overdrawn by his father is repaid, In 
addition to the provision made for his 
daughter by the Duke of Fife, the Eng- 
lish people could be relied on to do 
something handsome for the grand- 
daughter of their king. 

Of course there are some other ques- 
tions to be decided before the marriage 
could take place. One of these is 
the health of the princess. Apparent- 
ly she is a buxom, hearty sort of girl, 
but the maintenance of the royal suc- 
cession depends on a queen, and kings 
take, no chances in ageelectine § their 
wives. As a rule, royal engagements 
are not announced until the prospective 
bridegroom .is satisfied from a report 
by his own court physicians that his 
prospective bride ig fitted to become 
the mother of princes. The announce- 
ment of the Kin~ of Spain’s engage- 
ment was delaved for months because 
there wags some doubt on this score. 
This fact never found its way into 
print before, but it is none the less a 
fact. 

She Will Get Good Husband. 

If all the difficulties are overcome, 
however, Alexandra may expect to have 
as good a husband as a royal bride 
can well expneet. Manuel is a quiet, 
studious vovne fellow. He is a hard 
worker. is inspired by a high sense 
of duty and no breath of scan- 
dal has ever been connected with his 
name. He is an accomplished artist, 
something of a poet, and he has an ex-

A Serious King. 

Another incident illustrates the gseri- 
ous view whieh he takes of his duty. 
It is his custom to get every paper 
published in Lisbon every day and to 
spend hours in his study poring over 
them. It was noticed recently that he 
looked pale and tired and his ministers 
asked him to delegate to one of them 
the task of reading the papers and re- 
porting to him on their contents. 

“No,” he replied, “as long as I am 
king I want to know what my people 
are saying and thinking, and I can 


only learn that by reading the papers 
myself.”
